RUSSIA. 

The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul 
Batoum (Mr. P. Stevens) on the trade of that district in 1913, which 
will shortly be issued :— 

The Mayor of Batoum, who has recently spent much time in St. 
Petersburg on matters connected with the city 


— finances, states that the Congress of Harbour 
Equipment for Authorities recently convened at the capital 
Polytechnic decided that the question of attending to the needs 

of the Port of Batoum should be dealt with 


without further delay, and that a portion of the 20,000,000 
roubles (£2,111,000) granted last year by the Russian Govern- 
ment for new harbours and harbour improvement works, viz., a 
sum of about 7,500,000 roubles (£742,000), would be expended on the 
port of Batoum in 1914-15 and succeeding years. 

The designs for the Polytechnic Institution at Tiflis have been 
approved, and a site for the building decided upon in one 
of the suburban outskirts of the city. Tenders will, in all proba- 
bility, be invited for this building during the present year. 


The “ Torgovo-Promyshlennaya Gazeta” (St. Petersburg) of 5th May 

states that the Russian Ministry for Ways of 
Grain Elevators. Communications has in hand a scheme for the 

erection of grain elevators in Libau. It is 
proposed that the elevators shall have a capacity for handling 
2,700,000 pouds (about 45, oe tons) of grain. ‘The cost of the 
scheme is estimated at 1,644,325 roubles (about £173,570) and it 
is anticipated that the annual cost of working the elevators will 
amount to about 10 per cent. of the above capital.

— — Communications had applied to the Council of 
Ties. &e ) Ministers for permission to order, during the 
Ree second half of this year, rails, ties, switches and 


rolling stock of a total value of 59,359, 300 roubles (about £6,281,509), 
as part of the requirements of the Russian State Railways for 1915, 
H.M. Commercial Attaché for Russia (Mr. H. Cooke) reports, on the 
authority of the “ ‘Torgovo-Promyshlennaya Gazeta” (St. Petersburg) 
of 23rd April/6th May, that the aforesaid Minister is about to apply 
further for authority to purchase at foreign works spare parts of 
rolling stock (such as locomotive wheel sets, wheel centres, wheel 
pairs, axles and ties) in the event of its being impossible to obtain 
such supplies from Russian works, or in case the terms of delivery 
offered by home works should be considered unacceptable. ‘l'he 
Minister of Ways explains that since May, 1915, delays in delivery 
by home works have increased, and it appears that the requirements 
(over and above the full orders for the working of the railways in 
1914) for normal reserves for new rolling stoc ‘k are 98 wheel sets, 
330 tender and 4,556 wagon pairs of whe els, representing a value 
of about 1,3 350,000 roubles. The home works would be unable to 
cope with this order, as their whole output for 1914 is already 


allocated. (C.1.B. 11,135.)

manufacturers of boots and shoes do not as yet appear to have 
availed themselves to any great extent of the privilege of free entry 
which is accorded to boots and shoes under the new United States 
Tariff, 

The article states that although the removal of the import duties 
caused a considerable, but not alarming, increase in the imports of 
leather from Kurope, vet, up to the present, the imports of boots 
and shoes have not been influenced. This, however, must not be 
taken to imply that the trade in foreign boots and shoes will not 
increase later on, as it will take some time for European producers 
effectually to open up a regular market in the United States. Dis- 
tributing depots will have to be established where samples can be 
display ed, and travellers employed to canvass the trade before the 
field can be satisfactorily opened up ; this has not as Vy at heen 
attempted. Some large luropean boot manufacturers have recently 


visited the United States with the ob ject, so it is understood, of 


looking into the situation along these lines, as they realise that 
nothing of consequence can be done by marketing their goods 
through the regular export and import commission agents. 

American shoemakers do not entertain much fear of European 
competition in the medium and finer grades of foot wear where style 
and general appearance are the chief factors, but there is perhaps a 
favourable opening for low-grade goods, such as heavy working 


shoes, where style is not emated and durability is the chief 


desideratum. In these goods. for which the market is very exten- 
sive, it 1s possible that Kurope may compete successfully, owing to 
cheaper labour and the adoption of American improved machinery. 
Material is the chief item of cost, however, in these shoes, and as 
leather is little, if any, cheaper in Europe than in the United States, 
possibly the extra selling expense of distribution would equal if not 
exceed the difference in labour costs in manufacturing, 

There are in Europe some large manufacturers who have numerous 
retail boot shops in different cities, and the proposition has been 
considered of opening a trial retail shop in New York where, it is 
thought, the offering of ‘imported shoes” might attract a certain 
class of trade which affects a preference for a foreign article.

OPENINGS IN ALL COUNTRIES. 


Confidential Information. 


Firms in the United Kingdom desirous of receiving confidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as to 
other connected matters, may, upon application, have their names 
placed on a Special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of ‘Trade. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is received 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’ s 'l'rade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Corres- 
pondents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1913, 1,048 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 170,869 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the reqular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register; the confidential information communicated to the latter is 
contined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the ‘“‘ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all.

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PARCEL POST TO PERU. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 

Callao (Mr. G, G. Wilson) on the trade of Peru in 1913, which will 
rowed be issued :— 

The number of postal parcels received from abroad through the 
Lima post office during 1912 was 51,320 of an approximate value 
of £141,000, as compared with 40,424 parcels valued at £112,200 in 
the previous year, and 27,146 parcels valued at £69,200 in 1910. 

The duty paid on parcels is the same in the post office as in the 
customs-houses, but the public gains the great advantage of quick 
despatch as compared with the dilatory formalities of the custom- 
houses, and also escapes the charges of customs-house brokers. The 
countries which have contributed most to this great increase in the 
parcels post trade are France and Germany, especially the former, 
there being established at Lima many Paris agencies which cater 
specially for this trade and do a handsome business, thanks to the 
postal parcels facilities. Naturally the great sufferers hereby are the 
local retail merchants, but even they ‘often import goods through 
the same channel. ‘The Paris agencies distribute profusely hi indsome 
catalognes of their goods in two or more languages, and it is remark- 
able that up to the present time none of the large London and Liverpool 
firms engaged in the millinery trade appear to have exerted them- 
elves in this direction.

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
April, 1914, amounted to 3,863,060 _ tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 5,326,059 tons, as against 35,777,646 tons entered, and 
5,754,006 tons cleared, during April, 1913. With regard to 
the coasting trade, the tonnage arrived with cargoes during 
\pril, 1914, amounted to 3,217,446 tons, and the tonnage 
departed to 3,247,501 tons, as against 2,955,617 tons arrived, and 
2,916,514 tons departed, in April, 1913. 


VI.—FOUR MONTHS’ SHIPPING, JANUARY-APRIL. 

The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
the four months, January-April, 1914, amounted to 14,785,015 
tons, and the tonnage cleared to 21,578,651 tons, as against 
14,654,603 tons entered, and 21,536.988 tons cleared, during the 
four months, January-April, 1915. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage arrived with cargoes during the four months, 
January-April, 1914, amounted to 12,678,772 tons, and _ the 
tonnage departed to 12,686,580 tons, as against 11,277,003 tons 
arrived, and 11,132,765 tons departed, during the corresponding 


period of 1915.

Netherlands.—The following information is from the report by 
H.M. Consul-General at Rotterdam (Mr. E. G. B. Maxse, C.M.G.) 
on the trade of the Netherlands in 1913, which will shortly be 
issued :— ) 

The most suitable openings for United Kingdom manufacturers in 
Rotterdam appear to be in motor cars, bicycles, machinery of all sorts, 
cheap furniture, electrical appliances, hascuits. ha herdashery ot the 
better sort and soap. Advertisements in the local press and the 
presence of energetic commercial travellers are of infinitely more use 
than the posting ‘of e laborately designed circulars and price lists to 
merchants in Rotterdam. The Netherlands is swar ming with German 
commercial travellers of all classes, and German trade is consequently 
cutting more and more into United Kingdom trade. The giving of 
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long credit to sound firms and the studying of the requirements and 
even fads of the local markets have so often been mentioned in 
Consular reports as requisite that it seems almost unnecessary to 
repeat the advice. Experience ieads to the conclusion that Dutch 
firms prefer dealing with British firms, all other things being equal, 
and that, owing to the low Customs tariff (practically 5 per cent. ad 
valorem), a suitable field for the extension of British trade lies close 


at band.

Turkey-in-Asia._—The British Vice-Consul at Lattakia (Mr. T. 
Vitali) reports that at the beginning of each season the large Parisian 
shops send catalogues to their clients there, and 556 postal packets 
arrived in 1913 containing clothing to the value of about 30,000 frs. 
(£1,200). 

In forwarding the above H.M. Consul-General at Beirut (Mr. H. A. 
Cumberbatch, C.M.G.) states that United Kingdom firms might well 
follow this practice. The remark applies equally to Beirut, where 
also more advantage might be taken of the “cash on delivery ” 
service working between the United Kingdom and the British Post 
Office established there. (C. 3,326.)

COKE. 


Germany (Upper Silesia).—According to the ‘“ biérsen Zeitung’ 
(Berlin) of 5th May, the position of the Upper Silesian coke market 
is generally satisfactory. ‘The diminished sales may be partially 
traced to the situation in the iron market, which has not yet 
experienced any improvement; a more important reason, however, 
is the decreased demand for heating coke, which was bound to result 
with the advent of warm weather. T*airly good purchases of large 
coke were made by blast-furnaces both at home and abroad. Sales 
to Austria and Russia were somewhat poorer than in March, 
although, generally speaking, still satisfactory. As far as prices 
are concerned, there has been no change in the different varieties 
of coke. As before, sales in small varieties, cinders and ashes 
have been fair. ‘The coke by-products market remains active. 
The demand for ammonium sulphate was so good that it has been 
possible to get rid of practically all the supplies which had 
accumulated during the winter months. ‘The position of the tar, 
pitch and benzol market is unchanged and good. (X. 5,013.)

IRON AND STEEL. 


Germany —The “ Bérsen Zeitung” (Berlin) of 29th April states 
that lately it has become more and more evident ‘that the iron and 
steel industry in the west is preparing to compete more strongly 
than ever with that of Upper Silesia. It is stated that important 
Upper Silesian works are being seriously threatened by new works in 
Rhenish-Westphalia, and that sharp competition is springing up 
there in thin plates and large welded tubes. In leading circles of 
the Upper Silesian industry there seems to be a notion that the 
western works are daily increasing their production of raw material.

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On account of its unfavourable geographical position the Upper 
Silesian industry is only able to push forward sales in the usifal 
manufactured articles, such as bar-iron, building iron, girders and 
sheets, with great difficulty, and so districts, which were formerly almost 
exclusively in Upper Silesian hands, are being made the centre of 
ever-increasing competition on the part of the western foundries. 
l{fforts are therefore being made to refine as much of the raw material 


as possible in Upper Silesian works. : (X. 5,028.)

TEXTILES. 


Belgium.— According to the “ Bérsen Zeitung ” (Berlin) of 5th May, 
the favourable news of the London wool sales has had no particula 
effect on the position of the wool trade in Antwerp. The demand, 
however, has been fairly regular, especially for the finer varieties 
Which have been selling at good prices. ‘The market for tops shows 
no particular change. ‘There bas been no pressing demand for 
tops, noils or waste, for the last two of which prices are fairly main- 
tained. No improvement in the wool yarn trade has been established, 
although prices have been maintained, as spinners are by no means 
in the position to accept lower prices. Home consumers are onl\ 
buying sufficient quantities to cover the orders in hand, whilst 
no larger orders have been received from abroad either for worsted 
or woollen yarn. ‘i'rade in wool piece- goods is slow, and prices by 
no means correspond to current prices of the raw material. 

News from the cotton spinning and weaving districts is somewhat 
better, at any rate, so far as demand is concerned ; prices obtained 
are unsatisfactory. 

As regards the linen in dustry it is announced that there has been 
a brisk demand for linen yarn. Fresh orders for linen textiles 
however, are not large. No change is to be notified in the position 
of the jute trade. 


A ¥ ¥ ¥ 
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France.— According to the * Bérsen Zeitung ” (Berlin) of oth May, 
the buying activity on the French wool markets has diminished 
somewhat lately. In spite of this, however, prices have remained 
firm, and dealers in tops, noils and waste decline to reduce prices 
In the wool yarn trade, prices have improved somewhat. ‘The 
number of incoming orders was scarcely so large as was expecte dd. 
usiness in the wool trade is not very brisk, and there is no im- 
provement in the orders received for goods for both men’s and ladies’ 
wear. Inthe knitted goods trade, business is very quiet and the prices 
obtained in the export tr ade by no means satisfy manufacturers 

In the silk trade, important orders have been taken for all sorts 
of articles of all qualities, so that manufacturers almost without 
exception will be busily employed for some time to come. 

Certain counts and certain qualities of cotton yarns are again 
being favoured by buyers. In cotton fancy articles and in light. 
woven, coloured voods, several larger orders were taken. Prices are 
not regarded by manufacturers as satisfactory. | 

In the linen industry there has been little change ; in the jute 
industry also the position is much the same as formerly. (X. 5,004.) 
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RUBBER INDUSTRY IN GERMAN EAST AFRICA. 


H.M. Consul at Dar-es-Salaam (Mr. N. King) reports that the low 
prices prevailing in 1915 had a disastrous effect on the Manihot rubber 
plantations in German Kast Africa. The set-back in the economic 
development of the Colony is a serious one, as rubber cultivation 1s one 
of its most important interests, there being probably 19,000,000 trees 
planted in the Colony, of which about half are ready for tapping. 
Owing to the low prices all the plantations limited the number of 
hands employed, and two of the largest suspended tapping entirely. 

Planters have made urgent appeals to the Government for assistance, 
and some relief has been afforded. Unless, however, the price of 
rubber improves greatly it is difficult to believe that any official 
measures will enable the planters to reduce their costs of production 
sufficiently to make the rubber-growing industry profitable. Railway 
freights have been reduced and the sea fre ight has been lowered from 
90 marks to 50 marks (from about £4 4s. to £2 9s .) per ton, while the 
payment of Customs export fees has been deferred. Acids for the 
coagulation of rubber are imported free of duty, and the Colonial 
Kconomic Committee is endeavouring to obtain a reduced freight for 
materiais used in collecting rubber. 

The request of the plante rs for a further extension of the period of 
contract for labourers has not yet (26th February) been granted, and 
can hardly be expected in view of the fact that the Government 
has already extended to 240 working days the time for which 
contracts may be made. ‘This new regulation came into force on 
Ist October, 1913, and its effects have not yet been felt very much on 
the plantations. 

The planters are heavily handicapped by having to pay the costs 
f recruiting labour in the interior and its transport down to the 
plantation. ‘These costs often amount to about £2 10s. per head 
before work is begun, and the rate of wages is high—about 16s. 6d. 
per month for a Wanyamwezi tapper. 

Owing to a slight rise in the price of rubber, tapping has been 
resumed by some of the planters and a more hopeful feeling 
is abroad. ‘The smaller planter has probably a better chance 
than the large company, his working expenses are less, he 
can often obtain local labour cheaply or get  time-expired 
hands without paying recruiting fees and in addition he can keep 
his men under more personal control. The outlook for the larger 
estates is far from reassuring, and it is said that some of them have 
already begun to cut down the rubber trees to make room for other 
crops. 

The Colonial Heconomic Committee is taking steps to introduce a 
standard quality of East African rubber, the absence of which is 
another difficulty which has hauipered the planters. There is only 
one large washing and curing factory in operation in the Colony, at 
Muhesa, though there are several smaller ones in Usambara. Most of 
the planters wash the rubber themselves, with the result that it has 
often to be done again in Hurope. (C. 3,221.) 
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DEVELOPMENT OF GERMAN PROLTECTORATES 
IN 1912-15. 


H.M. Embassy at Berlin has forwarded the following particulars 
regarding the development of the German Protectorates during the 
year ended oan March, 1913, based on a Report recently issued by 
the German Colonial Office _— 

German East Africa.—'I'he statistics of recent years show that, while 
native production is progressing satisfactorily, it is gradually 
becoming of considerably less comparative importance than the pro- 
duction of the HKuropean plantations. Great quantities of sorghum 
- maize are grown by natives, but almost the whole is consumed 
by them. Of the latter product, 735 tons were exported in 1912, as 
against 103 tons in 1911. Exports of copra have decreased owing to 


vreat quantities of coconuts having been retained for the purpose of 


increasing the plantations. ‘There was again a considerable increase 
in the exports of cotton, and the cultivation of coffee by the natives 
made great progress in the Bukoba district, the exports from 
which were valued at (49,079 marks in 1912, as compared with 
442,201 marks in 1911. In spite of a renewed outbreak of cattle 
plague, there was a considerable increase in the live stock kept by 
natives. 


With regard to the production by Europeans, the development of 


means of communication has favourably affected the plantations. In 
spite of the threatened rubber crisis the export of plantation rabber 
considerably increased in quantity, and was more than doubled in 
value. ‘There was an increase in the land under agave ; the amount 
of land used for coffee-growing increased from 2,904 hectares to 
4.803 hectares, but there was a decrease in the quantity produced. 

The value of the total trade of German East Africa in 1911 and 
1912 was as follows :—

to 16,508,649 marks in 1912, as compared with l: 1,022,956 marks in 
1911. The chief exports in 1912 were sisal 7,359,219 marks, planta- 
tion rubber 7,240,244 marks, and hides and skine 4,067,350 marks. 

Cameroons.—'lhere was a satisfactory increase in the production of 
rubber, palm kernels, cocoa and palm oil, the exports of these goods 
in 1912, as compared with 19) 1, being as follows :—

Imports in 1912 were 
valued at 34,241,582 marks (including 918,837 marks for railway 
construction material, and 4,920,700 marks for specie) as compared 
with 29,317,514 marks in 1911. Germany holds about 82 per cent. 
of the total trade of the Cameroons, whilst the share of the United 
Kingdom is about 15 per cent. 

Togoland.—As in previous years, native production accounted for 
the majority of the exports. ‘The year 1912 was extremely dry, and 
agriculture suffered to a considerable extent. In spite of this there 
was only a slight decrease in the exports of palm oil products, as 
compared with the record year of 1911, the exports during the two 
years being as follows :-—

‘The cultivation of cotton appears to be making slow progress, the 
exports increasing in quantity from 517,495 kilogs. in 1911 to 
950,896 kilogs. in "1912, while the value fell from 554.128 marks t 
514,890 marks. Rubber was exported to the value of 975,731 marks, 
an increase of 143,435 marks over 1911. 

There was an increase in the production of cocoa, to which the 
Government is devoting particular attention. On the other hand, 
exports of copra decreased. 

The imports into Togoland in 1912 amounted to 11,427,831 marks as 
compared with 9,620,030 marks in 1911, whilst the exports amounted 
to 9,958,905 marks in 1912 as compared with 9,517,552 marks in 
the previous year. The increases in 1912 were mainly due to the 
trade development in 1911, which continued into the early part of 
1912. The relapse which occurred afterwards was due to drought. 
The actual merchandise imported in 1912, excluding railway material 
and specie, was valued at 9,531,457 marks, as compared with 

833,883 marks in 1911. 

German South-West Africa— There was a general increase in live- 
stock in the Protectorate in the year under review, although up to 
the present the breeding of cattle and other stock has been conducted 
very unsystematically and little advance in breeding methods can 
be recorded. ‘here was a considerable increase in the amount of 
land under cultivation, but the crops suffered severely from drought. 
Some progress has been made in the cultivation of tobacco, and the 
vine and various other fruits. 

There was a great increase in the diamond output, 242,641 
crammes (1,183,615 carats) being extracted in 1912, as against 
156,000 grammes (760,978 carats) in 1911. There was also a con- 
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Development of German Protectorates un 1912-13. 


siderable increase in the output of copper from the Otavi mines at 
Tsumeb, 52,506 metric tons of ore being extracted in 1912-13 
as compared with 35,265 metric tons in 1911-12. Prospecting for 
copper was carried on in other parts of the Protectorate, but the 
output of ore from these parts was comparatively small. Small 
quantities of gold and tin were also mined in various districts. 

The value of the imports into German South-West Africa in 1912 
was 32,498,599 marks as compared with 45,301,950 marks in the 
previous year, whilst ~ value of the exports was 39,055,340 marks 
as compared with 28,573,244 in 1911. 


‘The decrease in sain was <lue to the cessation of the im ports of 


railway material, and to the increased production of foodstuffs in the 
country, whilst the rise in exports was almost entirely accounted for 
by the increased export of diamonds. 

German New Guinea.— About 185 ,000 hectares of land were in the 
hands of the planters at the end of 1912, as compared with 171,000 
hectares in 1911. About 32,000 hectares were under cultivation, 
almost all of which were covered by coconut palms. 

There was a general increase in the production of phosphates, the 
two companies concerned shipping 192,000 metric tons in 1912, as 
compared with 155,000 metric tons in the previous year. 

Imports in 1912 were valued at 9,207,059 marks, as compared with 
8,014,531 marks in 191], all articles showing an increase, with the 
exception of coal. ‘The principal contributors to the total were 
grain, &c. 1,417,000 marks; metals and manufactures thereof, 
1,089,000 marks; meat, fish, &c. 986,000 marks, and yarn and 
woven goods, 799,000 marks. 

‘The value of the exports amounted to 12,086,806 marks in 1912, as 
compared with 12,026,851 marks in 1911. The principal exports 
were phosphates, 4,991,525 marks; copra, 6,010,270 marks, and 
birds of paradise, 449,390 marks. 

Samoa.— There was a considerable increase in the trade of the Pro- 
tectorate in 1912, the imports increasing from 4,066,238 marks to 
1,994,401 marks, and exports from 4,: 389,983 marks to 5,044,485 
marks. There were considerable increases i in the imports of foodstuffs, 
hardware, building materials and tobacco. The chief exports were 
copra 11,201 metric tons, valued at 4,069,919 marks, cocoa 733,718 
kilogs., valued at 839,654 marks, and Hevea rubber 12,168 kilogs os 
valued at 110,750 marks, these figures all showing increases over 


i911. (C. 2,629.)

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AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE UNITED KINGDOM AND 
GREECE RESPECTING THE CUSTOMS TREATMENT 
OF SAMPLES 

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of a copy 
of the Notes which were recently exchanged at Athe ‘ns, embodying an 
Agreement between H.M. Government and the Greek ( rovernment 
regarding the Customs treatment of commercial samples. 

The Agreement provides that articles liable to Customs duty which 
are brought into the United kingdom and into Greece, as samples 
by merchants, manufacturers and commercial travellers of Greece and 
the United Kingdom, respectively, shall be accorded temporary duty- 
free admission; and that the marks affixed by the Customs authorities 
of either country, as a guarantee of the identity of samples exported 
from that country, shall be recognised by the Customs authorities of the 
other country as establishing the character of the marked articles as 


samples. 
The full text of this Agreement will shortly be published in the 
‘Treaty Series ” issued by the l*oreign Office. (C, 3,462 ; C. 3.953.)

Ordinance, 1914” (No. 6 of 1914), which was 
assented to by the Acting Governor on the 3rd 
April last, and which regulates the importation 
&e. of copyright works in Gambia. 

Under this Ordinance it is provided that “copies made out of 
the Colony or Protectorate of any work in which copyright subsists, 
which if made in the Colony or Protectorate would intringe copyright, 
and as to which the owner of the copyright gives notice in writing by 
himself or his agent to the Receiver-General that he is desirous that 
such copy should not be so imported into the Colony or Protectorate, 
shall not be so imported, and shall, subject to the provisions of this 
section, be deemed to be prohibited imports within the meaning of 
Section 38 of the Customs Ordinance, 18382.” 

‘The Receiver-General may, before detaining any such copies and 
taking any further proc eedings with a view to the forfeiture the reof, 
require compliance with the Regulations which the Governor-in- 
Council is empowered to make under the Ordinance. (C. 3,639.) 


Importation of 
Copyright Works. 
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JAMAICA, 
The Board of Trade are in receipt of a copy of the “ Opium Law, 
1913” (No. 15 of 1913) to give effect to the 
International Opium Convention signed at the 
Hague on the 25rd January, 1912, and to regulate 
the importation and disposal of opium, morphine, cocaine and similar 
drugs in the colony of Jamaica. 

‘The Law provides that it shall not be lawful to import into the 
island any prepared opium or ganga (Cannalis Sativa). 

All opium imported into the island must be deposited at the cost, 
risk and peril of the person or persons importing the same, in such 
stores as shall be appointed by the Governor for that purpose. 

No opium shall be delivered or withdrawn from a store, except on 
the written authority of the Superintending Medical Officer or any 
other authorised Government: Medical Officer. 

No opium may be withdrawn from any store, except by registered 
medical practitioners, registered dental practitioners, licensed dru 
gists, and by such veterinary surgeons as may be approved by the 
Governor. 

The Law defines “ prepared opium ” to mean the product of raw 
opium obtained by a series of special operations, especially by dis- 
solving, boiling, roasting, and fermentation, designed to transform 
it into an extract suitable for consumption, and includes dross and 
all other residues remaining when opium has been smoked. 

“Opium,” when used without any qualifying epithet, shall be 
taken to include raw opium, medicinal opium, morphine, heroine, 
cocaine, and similar drugs. 

The Law is to come into operation upon such date as shall be fixed 
by the Governor in a Notice published in the Jamaica ‘“‘ Gazette.”

Article 10 states that the kind or composition of pharmaceutical 
products which are offered for sale shall be clearly and correctly 
stated in every case by means of a label attached to, or a declaration 
enclosed in, the package containing the products, and that this state- 
ment must be made in the following form: 

(a) in the case of simple chemicals and drugs, the statement 
must be made in the terms of either scientific formule, or the 
current pharmacopocia, or the list in Annex L. to the Decree ; 

(/)) in the Case ot pire paratr its, this statement must vive the 

names of the preparations as set forth in the current pharma- 
copocia or as approved by the Medical Board ; otherwise it must 
indicate the ingredients of which the preparations are composed 
as well as the quantity of the ingredients and the method by 
which the preparation has been made up. 
Article 12 states that if pharmaceutical products are sold at 
orbitant prices, or if it is found that ingredients differ substantially 
from the signed description or declaration, or if it appears that the

MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY,

always that the demand for the magnesite is constant and that the 
quality of the mineral when shipped in bulk compares satisfactorily 
with the imported material.

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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
H.M. Consul-General at Boston (Mr. F. P. Leay) reports that the 
cotton and woollen manufacturers of Massachusetts 
have been considerably disturbed by the recent 
pronouncement by the Attorney -General of that 
State to the effect that the use of suction shuttles 
is illegal in Massachusetts. 

The ‘“ anti-suction shuttle law ” was passed in 1911 as a result of an 
agitation based on the theory that shuttle sucking breeds disease in 
weavers. As it was recognised that non-suction shuttles had not been 
perfected for all kinds of work, the State Board of Health was given 
power to waive the Jaw in cases where manufacturers could prove that 
non-suction shuttles were unsuited for their particular products. A 
reasonable time was also allowed for manufacturers in which to sub- 
stitute non-suction shuttles for those of the old type. 

If the mills in Massachusetts are forced to use non-suction shuttles 
at once they will be put toa large expense, and woollen manufacturers 
maintain that the change will seriously interfere with the efficient 
running of their mills. (C.I.B. 9.648.)

The Acting British Vice-Consul at Rostov-on-Don (Mr. I. B. Kirby) 
reports that, owing to the extremely mild and 
wet weather which prevailed in most parts of 
Russia, and the bad condition of country roads, 
the arrivals of grain at Rostov during the winter were exceptionally 
small, and stocks of grain at all the Azov ports at the opening of 
navigation were all very small. Owing to the scarcity of rolling-stock 
on the railw ay to Rostov, and the abnormal lowness of the River Don, 
it was feared that the usual supplies of grain would not be forth- 
coming. ‘The water in the river rose, however, in due course, and it 
is now hoped that grain dealers will be able to forward their entire 
stocks to Rostov for shipment. Recent stormy weather has con- 
siderably interfered with the shipments and arrivals of grain, but if 
the improvement in weather conditions continues, there will soon be 
a considerable increase in supplies and shipments. From all reports 
there are still considerable reserves of grain in the interior, and 
prospects of the new crop are so far excellent. Prices of grain have 

a general downward tendency. (C. 3,781.)

NEWFOUNDLAND. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of the ‘‘Combines and 
Monopolies Act 1914” (No. 5. of 1914), dated 
Lith March, which provides for the investigation 
of combines and monopolies in Newfoundland. 

Whenever the Governor-in-Council deems it 
expedient to cause enquiry to be made into or concerning any matter 
of an alleged “combine,” the Governor may, by Commission, conter 
upon Commissioners or persons by whom such enquiry is, by the said 
Commission, to be conducted, the power of summoning before them 
any party or witness, and of requiring them to give evidence on oath, 
orally or in writing, and to produce such documents or things as such 
Commissioners may require in the investigation of the m: atters into 
which they are appointed to examine. 

In the Act, unless the context otherwise requires, ‘‘ Combine ” 
means any contract, agreement, arrangement, or combination which 
has, or is designed to have, the effect of increasing, or fixing, the price 
or rental of any article of trade or commerce, or the cost of the storage 
or transportation thereof, or of restricting competition in or of 
controlling the production, manufacturing, storage, sale or supply 
thereof, to the detriment of consumers or producers of such article of 
trade or commerce, and includes the acquisition, leasing, or otherwise 
taking over or obtaining, by any person, to the end aforesaid, of any 
control ov er, or interest in the business, or any branch of the business, 
of any other person, and includes what is known as “a trust, monopoly

DOMINION OF NEW ZEALAND. 


With reference to the Notice which appeared on p. 362 of the ‘ Board 
of Trade Journal” for the 5th February, 1914, 
relative to a Bill to regulate the manufacture and 
sale of footwear in the Dominion of New Zealand, 
the Board of Trade have now received, through the 
Colonial Office, copy of the “ Footwear Regulation Act, 19135” (No. 
43 of 1915), which enacts the provisions of the above-mentioned Bill. 
The Act, which is to come into force on the Ist July, 1914, pro- 
vides that no person shall manufacture for sale, or sell, offer, or expose 
for sale, or have in his possession for sale, any boots or shoes the soles 
of which consist wholly or partly of leather, or any imitation of 
— or of any material having the : appearance of leather, unless— 
The soles thereof are ot leather without admixture or addition 
other than of materials for filling spaces, shanks or rubber 
outsoles, or, in the case of ladies’ fancy or evening footwear, 
of heels of wood or celluloid; or 
(b) A statement of the material or materials composing the soles 
thereof is conspicuously and legibly stamped upon or 
impressed into the outer surface of the sole of each boot 
or shoe. 
lor the purposes of the above provisions, leather-board composed 
wholly or in part of leather scraps or of leather skivings is ‘‘ material, 
having the appearance of leather” and is not “leather without admix- 
ture or addition other than of materials used for filling spaces.” 
Any person contravening the above provisions sha ll be liable to a 
line not excee ding £20. (C. 3,726.)

Light weight ov-hides were in greater demand at existing prices ; 
there was less business in the heavy and middle weights, and prices 
fell somewhat. There was a demand at high prices from tbe fine 
leather industry for good strong qualities of bull-hides. The better 
qualities of cow-hides were bought up at once by the military leather 
industry. CUalf-hides were in great demand but the supply was very 
small, Asa result of the renewed American demand for salted calf- 
hides, especially medium and heavy weights, there was a small 
advance and big prices were given. Not much business was done in 
sheep-shins, though the larger sizes were in good demand. 

Business in raw and dried German skins has been depressed and 
unprofitable during the jast month, owing, it is said, to price cutting 
by smaller buyers and speculators. Raw dried calj-skins continue to 
enjoy a fairly brisk demand, though trade is still quiet and prices are 
not yet settled for the spring go: yds. There was a regular and _ profit- 
able sale for the | larger sizes of dried sheep-shins and the demand 
will probably continue. The winter season prices for goat-shins were 
exaggerated and consequently large quantities remain unsold. It 
seems that there is again speculation in /rid-skins and a fall of from 
10 to 15 per cent. on last year’s quotations is predicted. 

The most important dealers in /are-skins maintain a watchful and 
waiting attitude, and have combined in order to obtain an under- 
standing regarding prices and assortments. ‘he greater part of 
both last season’s and this season’s stock remained unsold. It is 
very necessary also that the prices of rabbit-skins should be regulated. 
Wild rabbit skins were sold at a small profit and the stock was largely 
exhausted. Stag and bucl: skins continued to be bought at too high 
prices. 

Business in raw Jindian kips during the Easter Fair suffered owing 
to the time and attention of manufacturers being occupied by various 
meetings of the Kips Tanners’ Association. Calcutta was very firm, 
fine and ordinary qualities were both short and, generally, no altera- 
tion in price is expected. Prices remained unchanged for China hides 
for military purposes. Good qualities of Must Lndian hips (treated 
with arsenic) were in demand. Heavy American hides were rather 
cheaper, but other grades remained unchanged. (C.1.B. 10,642.) 


H.M. Vice-Consul also reports that, according to the local press, the 
Leipzig bristle fair was on the whole satisfactory.

United Kingdom. The third volume (supplement) contains a classifica- 
tion on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “Annual State- 
ment’ for 1908 and earlier years. 

it may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures ot 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
‘ountries of final destination, so far as known, tor exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued.in which particulars will be given, as men 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year L908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 


following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 


are payable: 
A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 


respect of :— 

1418. Workmen engaged in preparing or erecting lych gates. 
(Application 004. ) 

1450. Workmen employed by a copper smelting company, and 
engaged in the upkeep and repair of machinery, including machinery 
connected with calciner furnaces. 

1451. Workmen engaged in overhauling and repairing old engines 
and machinery for the purpose of rendering them fit for re-use. 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE in 


respect of :— 

1447. Workmen employed by firms of tube-makers, and engaged 
wholly or mainly in tagging, skimming or bell-mouthing tubes for 
the automobile industry. (A pplication 301.) 

1449. Workmen employed by a firm of organ builders and 
engaged in the preparation and fixing of casings for organs. 
Application 304.) 

Note.—Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
